effort to aid and not embarrass Presi- 
dent Wilson in unifying- America's war 
force, Senator Weeks detailed 
delays 


and difficulties

military -preparations. He declared that 
lack of a central body to make and 
direct all of the 
governmeut's 
war 


plans was largely responsible for pres- 
ent and past troubles. 
Says Wilson First to Play Polities 


In his charge against President Wil- 


son, the- senator said: 


"Not a question indicating- partisan- 


ship was raised until the president de- 
|liberately injected politics into thesit- 
1 uatibn by an attack upon the chair- 
man ot" the committee, (Senator Cham- 
berlain of Oregon, democrat) -and the 
committee itself and by calling- to the 
White House many democratic party 
leaders, not for consultation purposes, 
but to insist that a discussion of this 
question on the floor of the senate be 
prevented if possible. 
Have we come 


to such a pass that the action of the 
most important committee in congress 
at this time is to be forbidden by the 
president?" * 


Referring to Secretary Baker. Sena- 


tor Weeks, after praising- many army 
achievements said: 


"Neither do J wish to unjustly or un- 


reservedly criticise the head of the war 
department. Pie has had to deal with a 
multitude of questions, the disposal of 
many of which meets my approval. It 
would require too much time to enu- 
merate. The secretary has done that 
effectively in his speech made to the 
committee on January 28. 
Says Baker Undertook Too Much 


"If I were to criticise the secretary 


personally it would be that he has un-

If 1 were to make 
a further criticism it would relate to 
his temperamental relationship to the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—Thousands 


of crippled freight cars, accumulated 
through the winter because of gross 
'neglect of railroads in making repairs, 
occupy miles of traclrs in eastern rail 
centers and are largely responsible for 
car shortage and traffic congestion, it 
is shown today by reports of interstate 
Commerce Commissioner McChord to 
Director-General McAcloo. 


These reports, based 'oil first hand 


investigation by a corps of trained in- 
spectors, cover the six weeks' pei'iod 
since the government assumed opera-' 
tion of the railroads and indicate that 
one of the. most critical ills of 
rail 


transportation under private manage- 
ment was the side tracking of cars 
needing repairs. Tlie 
transportation 


division of the, railroad administration 
will undertake to solve t.ha problem of 
car repair at once. 


Conditions are worst at Philadelphia. 


Pittsburgh, Harnsburg, Altoona, Cleve- 
land and Buffalo. It 
was estimated 


crippled cars at these main terminals 
occupied 55 miles of track. 


These cars .could have been repaired 


quickly during the winter if railroads 
had made proper preparations for cov- 
ered repair tracks in advance. 


Of the many empty cars congested 


in the Philadelphia yards of the"Penn- 
sylvania more than 2400 are. coal cars, 
inspectors report, and at no time with- 
in the last month have there been less 
than 1500 empty coal cars there await- 
ing" movement, while coal mines oper- 
ators cried for more carts. 


Freight train movement throughout 


the east has been at the rote of about 
8 miles an hour, or two-thirds normal. 
This has been caused mainly, it is 
said, by running trains too heavy, by 
faulty engines, poor coal 
and 
bad, 


weather. A result has been the over- 
working of train crews. 


Reports of inspectors reported a slow 


clearing up of congestion on several 
eastern trunk lines.

That the future prosperity of New Eng- 
land depends solely upon the willing- 
ness of its citizens to adopt the "back 
to the farm" movement was the dec- 
laration made yesterday to the com- 
mitted on agriculture by Samuel L. 
Powers, former congressman, and him- 
self the owner of a 400-acre farm in 
New Hampshire. 


"From a community which in the 


days of the Civil war produced ail of 
its food and clothing," he saiil, "\ve 
have steadily been going backward 
until today we produce less than 15 
per cent, of what we consume. Is it to 
be wondered at that prices have gone 
up? 
Situated as we are, at u distance 


from our sources of supply, we havft 
to bear more than our share of tht 
burden of increasing 
prices; 
it is 


steadily becoming more difficult to raise 
a family 
in New England, and we 


must make up our inhidn 
if we de- 


sire prosperity, to raise more or the 
food and clothing which we need." 


Mr. Powers was arguing ffpeuifirally 


for a bill which would grant .L boun- 
ty of 75 cents for every sheep raised 
in Massachusetts. 
He 
pointed 
out 


that at the time of the Civil war there 
wero ten 
millions of sheep in New 


England, and 50,000,000 pounds of wni.l 
wero produced annually, 
l^ast year. 


In Massachusetts, there were only 18,- 
000 sheep, and the falling off has hpen 
in about th same proportion In the 
Dthcr ?to.te«.

REPORT OF INQUEST INTO THE 


DEATH OF MARY 


BARCZYG 


Tho report of the inquest into the 


death of Mary Barczyg, seven-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Bar- 
czyg, who was shot by her ten-year- 
old sister, Stella, at the home of their 
parents in Kenwood early Christmas 
morning, which has just been 
made 


public, exonerates Stella' of. any lia- 
bility. 


.According to the testimony offered 


at the inquest. Officer Lester Cheney 
of Dracut called at the house occupied 
>y Barczyg late on the night of the 
24th of December after hearing sounds 
coming from the house. He thought 


that there was trouble going on and 
placing his revolver in the right hand 
pocket of his overcoat, entered, but 
found that there was ho'trouble, a par- 
ty being held. lie was 
Invited to 


drink and did so. During the early 
hours of the morning he entered u 
side room arid while drinking Stella 
Barczyg drew the revolver out of his 
pocket and pulling the trigger, one of 
the cartridges exploded and entered 
the head of her seven-year-old sister, 
Mary. 
' 


Tho rinding is as follows: 
"I find that on Tuesday, the 25th 


of December last past, about 2 o'clock 
in the morning, In the house of said. 
John Barczyg, in that part of said 
town of Dracut, known as Kenwood, 
that Mary Barczyg, seven years of age. 
the daughter of said John Barczyg, was 
shot in the head, receiving injuries 
thereby that caused her death by her 
sister, Stella Barczyg, 11 years of age, 
who held in her hand a revolver, from 
which the bullet was discharged that 
caused the death of her said sister. 


"I find that said Stella Barczy-K did 


not aim tlie revolver at Her sister, 
nor intend to injure her. 


'I find that the discharge of the re- 


volver was accidental. 


"I find that said Stella Bafezj'g is 


not criminally liable for the death of 
said Mary Barczyg.

Senator Chamberlain occupied his 


regular scat on the floor, within a few 
yards of Senator James during most of 
the speech.

ply. 


Senator "Weeks of Massachusetts, 
a 


republican member of the military af- 
fairs committee, will take the floor to- 
morrow to answer the administration 
criticism of the war cabinet and mu- 
nitions dictator program. 


"In time of: war those who hold po- 


sitions of high station should 'be 
ex- 


ceedingly carefully as to their utter- 
ances," said Senator James. 


'•No matter how good the intention'

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—By a now 


proclamation today, 
President Wilson 


placed exports to all countries under 
license by the war trade board after 
tomorrow. 


The proclamation , also 
applies the 


license system to all imports and thus 
places the entire foreign commerce of 
the] country under the license system 
of the war trade board. 


It is one of the steps of reducing 


ocean carriage of non-essentials 
to 


release ships 
for • transportation 
of 


troops arid war materials. 


The following explanatory statement 


was issued by the war trade hoard: 


"The president has today issued two 


proclamations which 
will become ef- 


fective tomorrow. The purpose and ef- 
fect of these proclamations are to sub- 
ject to control by license 
the entire 


foreign commerce of the United States 
and from and after February IS, 1918, 
no commodities may be exported from 
this country 
or imported into this 


country except under license. 


"The president has heretofore issued 


several proclamations controlling cer- 
tain exports under the provisions of 
title VII of the espionage act, and one 
proclamation controlling the importa- 
tion of certain commodities under the 
provisions of section 
eleven of 
the 


trading with the enemy act. The mili- 
tary situation and the tonnage situa- 
tion have made increasingly apparent 
the necessity of instituting a complete 
and thorough-going control of all our 
exports and imports. 


"Tile transportation of our armies to 


France and the maintenance of a con- 
tinued flow of the Hupplies and muni- 
tions needed to maintain them in fight- 
ing- trim, require the use of every ton 
of shipping which can possibly be de- 
voted to these purposes. This demand 


must be met, 
and if it becomes nec- 


essary to curtail our exports or im- 
ports, these are measure., 
which are 


forced upon us by the critical tonnage 
situation and the necessity of availing 
ourselves of every possible means of 
maintaining- our armies In France. 


"The limitation of exports is neces- 


sary also to conserve the products of 
'this country for the use of our own 
people and the peoples of the nations 
associated with us in the war; we must 
dispose of this surplus in such a way 
us to aid, as far as possible, those coun- 
tries to the south which have always 
depended upon us; we must also, dis- 
pose of our. surplus'in such a way that 
Germany and her allies will derive no 
benefit therefrom; and we must secure 
for ourselves in return shipping and 
supplies urgently needed. 
"The promulgation of these two proc- 


lamations does not mean an embargo 
on exports or a prohibition of imports, 
but places In the hands of the president 
the power to regulate, which he win 
exercise through the war trade board 
and the 
treasury department. 
This 


power will be exercised with the sin-

ening- of the embargo on foodstuffs and 
gold is effected. A large part of the 
Mexican population is now actually in 
want because of a scarcity of food, 
especially corn. 


Most of thv questions involved in the 
agreement aftVcting a larger movement 
of food into Mexico hai'e been agreed 
upon. The United Suites has not in- 
sisted upon the appointment of a food 
administrator—a condition once con- 
sldercck—but will trust to the sincerity 
of the Mexican government to see'that 
no improper use of the food is made 
and that it will not fall into the hands 
of profiteers.

DEATH OF MARY 


BARCZYG 


THE 


The report of the inquest into the 


death of Mary Barcnyg-, seven-year-old 
daughter of Sir. and Mrs. John Bar- 
czye, who was shot by her ten-year- 
old sister. Stella.-at the home of their 
parents in Kenwood early Christmas 
morning, which has just 
been made 


public, exonerates Stella of any lia- 
bility. 


According to the testimony 
offered 


at the inquest, Officer Lester Cheney 
of Dracut called at the house occupied 
>y Barczyg late on the night of the 
24th of December after hearing sounds 
coming from the house. 
He thought 


that • there waa trouble gplnf on aiid 
placing. hlu revolver In the right hand 
pdoket of his overcoat, entered^ but 
found that there waa no trouble, a par- 
ty being held. He was 
Invited to 


drink and did so. During the", early 
hours of the morning he entered a 
side room and while drinking Stella 
Barczyg drew the revolver out of his 
pocket and pulling the trigger, one of 
tho cartridges exploded and entered 
the head of her seven-year-old sister. 
Mary.

The finding Is as follows: 
"Il find that on Tuesday, the 25th 


of December last past, about 2 o'clock 
In the morning, i:i the house of said 
John Barczyg, in that part of said 
town of Dracut, known as Kenwood, 
that Mary Barozyg, seven years of age, 
the daughter of said John Barczyg, was 
shot in the head, receiving injuries 
thereby that caused her death by her 
sister, Stella Barczyg, 11 years of age, 
who held in her hand a revolver, from 
which the bullet was discharged that 
caused the death of her said sister. 


"I find that said Stella Barczyg did 


not aim the revolver at her sister, 
nor intend to injure her, 


"I find that the discharge of the re- 


volver was accidental. 


"I find that said Stella Barczyg is 


not criminally liable for the death of 
said Mary Barczyg.

high treason, heard Col. Voyer. presi- 
dent of the 
court-martial, 
pronounce 


sentence of dearth upon him yester- 
day amid an impressive silence In the 
courtroom. 


Merely shaking his head and shrug- 


ging his shoulders, as If to say it was 
hopeless to fierht against the otlds, Bolo 
returned to his cell. 


Awed by the soldiers with fixed bay- 


onets, those who had gathered in the 
courtroom refrained from all demon- 
stration, hut the great crowds outside 
the courthouse emitted a terrific roar 
and cheer of? approval as word of the 
sentence reached them, plainly show- 
ing the favor which the sentence of 
death found among the French peo- 
ple. 


Swiftly the news of the coming ex- 


ecution of Bolo Pasha spread through- 
out the city. 
Col. Voyer had not yet 


completed reading the sentence when 
the cheers of the multitude from out- 
side drowned Bis voice. 


The court-martial was unanimous in 


condemning Bolo. 
The judges delib- 


erated only a few minutes.

This press campaign, M. Salles as- 


serted, had been--deliberately institut- 
ed by Senator Charles Humbert, for- 
mer owner of L*e Journal, after the 
senator had failed to induce Bolo to 
Bell back the stock of Le Journal at 
half tho pries Bolo had paid for It. 
II. Salles severely criticised the au- 


thorities, including Gen. Dukall, mili- 
tary governor of Paris, and declared 
that the veriest principles of elemen- 
tary law, which presupposes a man in- 
nocent until proven guilty, had been 
disregarded. Tho lawyer 
scathingly 


arraigned all those prominent men and 
women, once glad to he Bolo's quests, 
who had now deserted him. 


M. Salles, in closing, pleaded: "Do 


not condemn Bolo Pasha to satisfy 
public opinion. 
Do not condemn him 


to satisfy public passion. Do not he 
guilty of a miscarriage of justice that 
will be bitterly 
regretted 
in after 


years." 
Bolo appeared to be depressed dur- 


ing the latter part of M. Sallus' ad- 
dress. 
He did not even brighten up 


as his attorney attacked Adolph Pav- 
enstedt,. former head of the Amsinck 
banking house in New York, for his 
deposition, or when he characterized 
the German embassy at "Washington as 
"a manufactory 
of 
perjuries." 
He 


thanked tho American government for 
the help it had given France, but as- 
serted that the good faith of Ameri- 
cans had been imposed upon by Ger- 
man spies who were trying to save 
their own lives. 
Paul Bolo Pasha's court-martial was 


one of the first of the so-called cases 
of "intelligence with the enemy," and 
came up for trial before the third 
court-martial of Paris on Feb. 4. Bolo 
Pasha was charged with having capi- 
talized the company that bought the 
Paris newspaper, Le Journal, with mon- 
ey obtained from the Germans. 
Agent of German Intrigue 


Bolo Pasha was an instrument of 


German propaganda, one of the first 
to find exposure in the French inves- 
tigation in 1917, and his name has 
come to he used as typifying the entire 
system of "Boloism," by which Ger- 
many strove to break down the French 
morale and instil a desire for peace 
by spreading the idea that Germany 
could not be beaten and that it would 
be well to make the best terms possible 
with her as soon as they coulu je ar- 
ranged. 
It had been charged that U-ermany, 


in attempting to bribe French states- 
men and 
leaders 
and 
to 
influence 


French opinion by subsidizing news- 
papers la France or founding new pub- 
lications to disseminate the spirit 01 
pacifism or defeat, devoted a sum of 
money in the neighborhood of 10,000,- 
000 marks. Bolo himself was said lo 
have had the use of a fund of more 
than SI 500,000 to be used in attempt- 
ing to corrupt the French press.

Bolo Pasha, Who was

ness agent who was charged with re- 
ceiving correspondence relating to the 
affair as an 
intermediary 
of Bolo 


Pasha. 
Discovery of His Fund In Sew York 


Phillippo Cavallinie, who was judged 


by default and sentenced to death, is a 
former member of the Italian chamber 
of deputies. 
He was charged with 


having introduced Bolo Pasha to Ab- 
bas Hilmi the former Khedive of Egypt 
and with having facilitated the nego- 
tiations. 
Capt. Mornet acted as prosecuting 


attorney for the military authorities. 
Bolo Fasha was defended by Maitre 
Albert Salles, a member of the council 
of the Order 
of 
Advocates, while 


Maitre Marcel Heraud appeared for 
Forchere. 
The files in the case contained no less 


than 4000 separate documents, some ot 
v.-hich, including the American report 
and the report of M. Doyen, an expert 
accountant, were of several hundred 
pages each. 
Bolo Pasha's, activities were of pe- 


culiar interest to Americans, because 
it was charged that of the funds at 
his disposal J1.6S3.000 was transferred 
from the Deutsche bank in Berlin to 
France by way of New York.

where does the board of trade stand 


The board may be somewhat back 


ward in repudiating what was pecu 
liarly its own work, for it worked bar 
for the adoption of our present charter 
The board made a mistake in suppos 
ing that the small commission charte 
would bring us an ideal city govern 
ment. It has been a disappointmen 
in every sense and none knows tha 
better than the members of the board 


The newspapers were equally mis- 


taken but they have not been so obsti- 
nate as not to acknowledge the fact 


The interests of the city are para- 


mount, of course, with the board 
trade as with other public bodies. 


The fact cannot be saJnsaid that the 


present charter is a failure and that 
the people want the form of charter 
which provides ward 
representation 


and six additional members chosen at 
large as a municipal council, together 
with a mayor who will be clothed with 


' the power's that in the interests of the 


city should be vested in a chief execu- 
tive. 


The provisions for the initiative, ref- 


erendum and recall were very plausible 
provisions and are still so in theory 
but in practice they are of no use. 
Only once has the referendum been at- 
tempted and somebody threw a monkey 
wrench into the machinery that com- 
pletely upset the whole proceeding.

controversy. The recall is equally de- 
lusive. Unless an official commits mur- 
der or grand larceny, it is practicall 
useless to invoke the recall prbvisio 
against him. 


We want a charter that will give th 


young men or the old men of 
th 


different wards an opportunity to serv 
in the municipal council, and one tha 
in addition will authorize the election 
of six.members also at large, making 
a council of 
fifteen. 
Such a bodj 


would always ensure 
a reasonabl 


number of representative men who 
could be relied upon to serve the city's 
interests. 


The board of trade should at leas 


grive its endorsement to such a move- 
ment if it does not care to assume the 
direction o£ it There should be no 
delay in securing a new charter such 
as that now in force in the cities of 
Lynn and Cambridge.

A begin 
nine wan made with a coffee room and 
some retail shops for the builders, who 
for a long time were the sole popula- 
tion. Skilled masons, .natives who had 
boon emploxod by the.Germans in con- 
nection with the liagdad' railway, were 
collected and set to work.
